CLEARED OF INK 
TAX FRAJJD CHARGES 


UNITED STATES BOARD OF 
TAX APPEALS ALSO REDUCES 


CLAIM TO $700,000 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 7.—(/TV- 


The United States board of tax 
appeals cleared the late Andrew 
W. Mellon today of income tax 
fraud charges and reduced a gov- 
ernment, tax 
claim against him 


from $3,075,103 to about $700,000. 


Agreeing 
with 
a 
Pittsburgh 


grand jury which In 1034 refused 
to indict the former secretary of 
the treasury for tax fraud, the 
board asserted Mellon "did not file 
n false and fraudulent return with 
intention to evade taxes." 


The 
opinion said 
Mellon eon- 


ducted various stock transactions 
in 1931 to reduce his taxes. But it 
held the dealings were legal and 
in accordance with 
supreme court 


decision which said "there Is not 
oven a patriotic duty to Increase 
one's taxes." 


Immediately acclaiming the rul- 
ing as a "victory" Mellon's attor- 
ney, 
Donald 
D. 
Shepard, com- 


mented: 


"We deeply regret that Mr, Mel- 


lon did not live to read the repu- 
diation 
of 
that charge 
i fraud) 


which the decision rendered today 
has settled." 


The Pittsburgh banker and In- 


dustrial magnate died last summer 
mer at the age of 82. 


Overruled Major Claims. 
The tax board overruled major 


government 
claims for additional 


taxes on Mollons' 1931 income but 
granted tho late financier an off- 
setting deduction for part of the 
Income on which he did pay tax- 
es. 
Ho was awarded an approxi- 


mately $100,000 deduction for a

He proposed In a radio speech 


last night seven "common sense" 
ways of restoring trade: 


Home construction, equitable tax 


'.aw revision, tarm legislation that 
is fair to producers and consum- 
ers alike, enactment of a "well- 
drawn" wage-hour 
bill, 
mainten- 


ance of a "healthy" securities mar- 
ket; 
continued government spend- 


ing until private capital takes up 
the slack, and continuance of re- 
ciprocal trade 
treaties. 


Wallace's address was made al- 


most 
simultaneously 
with 
the 


launching of a two-phase program 
by the Committee for Industrial 
Organization "to cope with 
the 


rising wave of unemployment." 


Wallace also discussed the labor 


situation, saying: 


"If farmers block the efforts of 


labor to maintain fair wages, they 
themselves will be the losers when 
the workers have less money to 
spend for farm products. 


"If 
workers 
carry 
on 
strikes 


against fair prices for food, then 
they will be the losers when farm- 
ers have less money to spend for 
industrial products. 


"If business is to strive above all 


to pay smaller taxes and to keep 
wages and farm prices down, then 
business will lose the market for 
the things it has to sell. 


"Business must take the gov- 


ernment's word that government 
wishes it well and business must 
assume those responsibilities 
of 


leadership which business clalmi. 
Otherwise 
government 
will be 


forced to step into the breach." 


Chairman John L. Lewis of the 


C. I. O. News, explained that the 
affiliated unions propose: 


"To 
establish 
unemployment 


committees and tn take a series 
of definite steps to protect their 
jobless 
members; 
while at 
the 


same time a demand will be made 
upon congress to adopt legislation 
to cope with the problem as 
a 
whole.
